KEEP THE PURLICINFORMED,

The enormouns shrinkage in railway nae-
ourities, sstimated at over 300,000,000
within the last thirty days, compels the
country to devise some messurea that
will check, if not entirely prevent theso
dangerous reactions in the stock market.
Tho secrocy with which the afairs of
most of the railroads and stock compan-
ios of the country are mannaged is doubt-
lasn Inrgely responaible for the distrust
of their securitien, The managers of these
corporationa refuse to take the atock-

0 | holders into their confidencs, and seldom,

if aver, let them know the exact condi-
tion of affairs, As long as the stock is
kept ont of the market necrecy
holps or hurts nobody, but when it
becomes a marketable commodity the
purchaser in  ontitled to
most exact and [reliable information,
A striking illustration of the system of
fraud and inflation was furnished by the
disclosures of the inside management of
the Louisville & Nashville railrond. The
sudden drop of 15 por cent, in the stocks
of that railroad brought about a secret
meeting of the directors. Thoe president
resigned, and’his successor was elected but
the stockholders and tho public have
only the consolation of knowing that an
inside ring has crippled the company by
reckless investments. It also transpires
that the prime cause of this disaster has
boen the corrupt conduct of the presi-
dent and the pool formed by the execu-
tive committes. With our socret and ir-
responsible system of corporate manage-
mont, directors’ pools have come to be
regardoed as almost legitimate; vho harm
they do and distrust they produce is
greatly enhanced by the fact that the en-
tire excoutive management of rallroads,
banks, and all great corporations is in-
trusted solely to the president. In every
ono of the corporations which have re-
cently come to grief, it is the president
who turns out to have got it into trouble,
and nothing is known of his transactions
till the crash comes. Of course if the di-
roctora themselves are engaged in a pool
they are not likely to be very curious aa
to what the president is about; but it
seems as if thore was no reason why
stockholders should be exposed to the
double risk of speculative directors who
fail in their duty of directing
management, and of presidenta who
manage in any way that they please.
Now the most eflective remedy against in
side pools, dishonest directors, and default
ing oflicers, is publicity. If tho ratlroad cor-
porations of this country were required.
to keep their stockholders and the public
fully infermed sbout the condition of

their affairs at stated periods, and their

books and records were subject to inspec-
tion by officars appointed by the national
and state governments, the swindling
operationa to whioh investors in railway
